So that each Language pointeth at two of the moſt 
predominant Symptoms of t e Diſeaſe, viz. The firſt An Evil 
in the Month; the ſecond An Evil in the Leggss. 
Starbo is the firſt of all Antient Writers, that maketh any 
mention of this Diſeaſe. He relates, that it broke forth in 
his Time, during the Empire of Angus Ceſar, that it was 
promiſcuouſſy calld Stomacate Scelotyrbe; that it heavily afflicted 
the Roman Legions in Arabia, that it Cripled them in the Joints 
of their Knees, to that degree of re that they could 
not do Duty, or March away from the Confines, till after a 
Summer and: Winters Refreſhment, and the aſſiſtance of Car- 
riages. He adds, the Diſaſter was contraqted, by the uſe made

Not many Years after that, in the ie Dj Reign, du- 


ring the Empire of Tiberus Ceſar, the like Diſaſter happen'd 
again to the Legions, from the like Malignant ſottrſe of Water, 
In a Province'in the Lower Germany, call'd\ Frifland, now under 
the Dominion of the States General, of the united Netherlanils. 
Pliny the Phyſitian makes mention thereof, in a moſt parti- 
cular manner, and in the following Words. 
Nec Beſtiarum ſolum, ad nocendum ſcelera ſunt; ſed interim Agua- 
rum quogue & Locorum. In Germania trans Rhenum Caſtig a Ger- 
manico Ceſare promotis, marino tract tu Fons erat agu ducis ſolus, qua 
por; intra BiennidinDentes deciderent & Compages in Genibus diſ- 
Holverentur Stomatucen Medicj pocdrent & Scelotyrben.

Years, the Teeth of the Drinkers fell out through relaxation; 
and over and above the Ligaments in the Joints oft their Knees 
were weakened, & relaxed thereby: The Phyſicians that fol- 
lowed the Camp, gave the Diſeaſe the promiſcuous Deno- 
mination, of Mouth-Eviland Thigb- Evil. For this Diſeaſe 
there was a Remedy found near the ſame ſpot of Ground; 
the Herb was call'd Britannica, or Engliſh Scurvy-Graſs. The 
Frieſlands ſhew it to the Legions, growing near the Camp. 
And here 1 muſt obſerve to the Reader, that the Famous 
Practitioner, a Fleming, call'd Foreſtus, being in doubt whither 
Sea Scuruy-Graſs or Brooklime was the true Britannica, ade a 
Syrup — both Herbs, Which he uſed for the Cure of the 
Rickets and Rheumatiſm; and it is call'd after his Name, Syru- 
pus Scelotyrbieus Foreſti: or, Foreſtus his Syrup for the Rickets. 
From the Reign of Tiberius Cæſar, to the very cloſe of the 
Fourteenth Century, the Stomacace and Scelotyrbe were no where 
heard of in Europe, (as may be preſumed from the Dread of 
Stagnate Waters, and the T reacherous Cure thereof by Well- 
Craft,) but much about the time that the Foul Diſeaſe, vuꝶ 
garly calb'd the French Pox, began to invade the Camp of 
Charles the Eighth, before Naples: This Filthy Foulmouth'd 
Diſeaſe, now ſpoken of, under the new and promiſcuous 
Names of Schoerbeck and Scorbein: or, Rend Mouth and Rend 
Leggs revived it ſelf, and began to invade the Camp of the 
Danes in Nor may.
